EDITORIAL CHAT 


Time to Begin— 

One of the most profitable invest¬ 
ments Sierra Madre could make 
would be a public swimming pool. 
Someone remarks that the suggestion 
is belated, the bathing season being 
about over. Not so, it is just time to 
begin agitating for.next year. While 
it is still warm the desirability of 
such an institution is fresh in our 
minds. The intervening time will be 
none too long to get action. 

Pasadena, Pomona and many other 
inland towns have established plunges 
to their great profit. The enterprises 
were usually undertaken haltingly 
and with many misgivings, but their 
completion found them immediately 
so popular that enlarged facilities 
became necessary. The popularity of 
the little pool with its limited facili¬ 
ties in Canyon Park leaves no ques¬ 
tion of the place to be occupied in 
public popularity by a centrally lo¬ 
cated plunge with adequate equip¬ 
ment. There is no que.stion but that 
nominal fees would pay running ex¬ 
penses and interest on investment. 

Direct financial return from a 
.swimming pool would be the least 
important item in its value. Every 
summer hundreds of families go to 
the beaches for outings varying in 
length from a day to three months. 
The thousands of dollars of good Si- 
cira Madre money they take to spend 
elsewhere would he hard to compute. 
The actual figures would be startling. 
They would be so large that it would 
be worth great effort to retain even 
n small percentage for circulation in 
Sierra Madre. A good swimming pool 
would do more than any other one 
thing to accomplish that end. It 
would not make Sierra Madre over 
into a seaside resort, but it would re¬ 
move one of the big incentives to 
draw Sierra Madre people and Sierra 
Madre money to the beaches. 

The value of such a means of 
wholesome recreation to the com¬ 
munity would be inestimable. It 
would be one of the big things to 
make life worth while in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. As a “booster” proposition it 
icould not be beaten.
